by virus at 
Heritage Hall 


Health director praises senior home 
staff for fast response to illness

More than a dozen residents of senior 
care facility Heritage Hall were sickened 
last week when a highly contagious air¬ 
borne food virus spread though the facil¬ 
ity health officials confirmed Monday 
morning. 

Tim Wright, interim director of the 
Anderson County Health 
Department, confirmed the 
illnesses, saying the facility 
had been infected with nor- 
vovirus, which has gained 
notoriety over the past sev¬ 
eral years from outbreaks 
on cruise ships. 

Norvovirus causes vomit¬ 
ing, diarrhea and other flu¬ 



like symptoms. 

As of Monday, Wright said 14 of the 
facility’s 105 residents had been sickened. 
He said none of those who have contract¬ 
ed the virus have needed to be hospital¬ 
ized, and all are expected to recover. 

“We were called Tuesday morning 
around 11:15,” Wright said. “It appears it 
came from outside of the facility. Had it 
come from the inside, it would have been 
a big blowup.” 

Norovirus is the most common cause 
of acute gastroenteritis in the United 
States, according to information on the 
federal Center for Disease Control’s web-

Suspect says 
cops used 
gun to make 
her confess 


Hume claims police used pistol, 
daughters, drug threat to coerce her

A woman is claiming that officers 
with the Lawrenceburg Police Depart¬ 
ment forced her to confess 
to a crime by pointing a 
gun at her, threatening to 
take away her children and 
exposing her “drug habit,” 
according to documents on 
file in Anderson County 
District Court. 

Heather Hume, 32, of 
201.5 Saffell St., was charged

last August with falsely reporting an 
incident when a man at that address, 
Zachary Pen well, allegedly shot him¬ 
self in the leg to avoid paying rent and 
claimed he was robbed. 

Hume called police following the inci¬ 
dent, but later admitted she knew that 
Pen well was planning to stage the rob¬ 
bery, according to an arrest report on file. 

In a motion to suppress that admission, 
attorney Sheilah Kurtz of Frankfort says 
that Hume was interviewed twice by 
Lawrenceburg police officers — the first 
time with video and audio, the second 
with just audio. 

“A review of the audio reveals the 
critical oral admission was the result of 
police misconduct,” Kurtz wrote in her 
motion, which was filed in May and has

Daffodil is shy. 

Becky sounds like a squirrel when 
she lays her eggs. 

Each one of Sadie Burge’s show 
chickens has 
a funny name 
and a personal¬ 
ity, she said. 

“They like 
to talk to each 
other a lot,” 
Sadie, who will 
be turning 11 
on Friday, said. 
“I don’t 

want a rooster, 
because they 
crow too loud. 
I’m not going 
to get up at 4 
o’ clock in the 
morning to make the chickens be 
quiet.” 

Sadie, a Lawrenceburg city resi¬ 
dent, started raising chickens on her 
home’s 2-acre property with her 
father Brad Burge about two years 


ago to sell eggs. 

At the time, Sadie said, she thought 
chickens were only for farms. 

Now raising chickens is usually 
all she does, she said. Other than play 


softball in the spring. 

But mostly Sadie is watching her 
chickens, selling her eggs around the

virus is also the most 
common cause of food 
borne-disease outbreaks 
in the United States. 

The best way to help 
prevent norovirus is to 
practice proper hand 
washing and general 
cleanliness. 

Wright said the virus 
is usually the result of 
poor hygienic practices, 
which doesn’t appear to 
be the case at Heritage 
Hall. He said it likely 
brought in by a visiting 
family member who 
was asymptomatic. 

By 2:15 p.m. Tuesday, 
Wright said he and his 
staff, along with a state 
epidemiologist, were on 
scene collecting samples 
and trying to determine 
the cause. 

‘There were seven 
sick people in two dif¬ 
ferent wings,” Wright 
said. “We did a thorough 
inspection of the caf¬ 
eteria and no violations 
were noted.” 

He said of eight sam¬ 
ples sent to a laboratory 
for testing, seven came 
back positive for norvo- 
virus. 

Wright said the virus 
sickened none of the 
facility’s 125 staff mem¬ 
bers. 

Wright said 12 
residents were initially 
sickened, and that by 


the end of the week he 
had hoped it was under 
control. 

By Monday, though, 
two more cases were 
confirmed, bringing the 
total to 14. 

Wright said Heritage 
Hall staff reacted to the 
outbreak quickly, and 
did everything it could 
do to prevent it from 
getting worse. 

“Heritage Hall 
responded exactly like 
it should have,” Wright 
said. “They called, asked 
for help and even went 
to the internet and 
pulled up how to clean 
and prevent it from 
spreading. 

“They had that infor¬ 
mation before we even 
got there. 

“They went above 
and beyond what 
they needed to do and 
couldn’t have done any¬ 
thing differently.” 

Kylie Chilton, a 
regional epidemiologist, 
agreed that the Heritage 
Hall staff responded 
well. 

“A lot of long-term 
care facilities are famil¬ 
iar with this illness,” 
Chilton said. “They did a 
wonderful job at taking 
preventative measures. 

“They have a very 
clean facility and knew 
how to take action by 
isolating their residents.”

yet to be ruled on. 

“Specifically, during the course of the second 
interview, the detective brandished and pointed a 
pistol at Hume and threatened Hume.” 

A trial date has been set for Aug. 8 at 9 a.m. at 
District Court. 

Also in her motion, Kurtz says that Hume repeat¬ 
edly told officers that she was not present at the 
time of the so-called home invasion, and that she 
was only stating what she remembers Pen well tell¬ 
ing her at that time. 

“Police also repeatedly inquired about the where¬ 
abouts of her daughters, and that their custody 
would be at risk if Hume did not provide police 
what they wanted,” Kurtz wrote in her motion. 

“Two detectives were on both sides of her and 
one officer made it plain that he had informa¬ 
tion and the power to do something about Hume’s 
alleged drug habit. 

“Her confession was not voluntary; it was 
coerced.” 

Contacted Friday, Kurtz declined to comment on 
the case.

neighborhood from a little 
red wagon or grooming one of 
her six show chickens for the 
next poultry show 

“It’s turned out to be more 
than eggs ,” Ragan Burge, 
Sadie’s mom, said. 

Sadie started showing chick¬ 
ens this past April, and has 
competed with her chickens 
in about five or six fairs and 
competitions. 

The Fayette County 4-H 
member won grand champion 
of the Mercer County Fair 
poultry show on July 21, and 
also took home first place 
and class champion in both 
large fowl and Bantam divi¬ 
sions. Sadie has also won the 
showmanship category for 
her division at the Franklin 
County fair. She’ll be heading 
to the state fair in Louisville in 
August. 

Out of the many categories 
Sadie competes in, she enjoys 
the 4-H division the most, and 
said she’s made many friends 
through showing. 

“Nobody can get disquali¬ 
fied and everybody wins at 
least something,” she said of 
the 4-H division. “It’s not rude. 
They don’t tell you your chick¬ 
en’s bad.” 

There’s a lot of prep work 
that goes into preparing a 
chicken for a show. Good show 
chickens don’t have discolor¬ 
ation. A good show chicken 
has the right amount of toes. 

The chickens need to be 
bathed; food and dirt must be 
removed from every feather. 

One time Sadie and a friend 
bathed and blow-dried her 
black Silkie show chicken 
Bella for about two hours, she 
said. 

Showmanship is different 
because the judges ask partici¬ 
pants questions about their 
hens, Sadie said. 

She said she got tripped up 
once by a difficult question 
about a chicken’s tail feathers. 

But Sadie knew one ques¬ 
tion that no one else got right; 
how many days it takes for 
a chicken egg to hatch — 21 
days. 

Sadie has watched chickens 
hatch out of the incubator,

although only two out of the 
recent batch of 10 Silkie breed 
chickens lived. 

“It’s kind of cool, sad and 
scary at the same time,” Sadie 
said about watching her chicks 
being hatched. “We’ve had to 
help the chickens out.” 

One of the two black Silkie 
chicks (who Sadie has named 
Baby Girl) had something 
wrong with her legs, which 
were splaying out when the 
chicken walked. 

Sadie, who said she wants to 
be an avian veterinarian when 
she grows up, diagnosed Baby 
Girl’s condition. She deter¬ 
mined Baby Girl’s physical 
disability to be Spraddle Leg, 
which occurs when a chicken’s 
legs form horizontal to the 
body and prevents the chick 
from standing up properly. 

Sadie likes to consult back- 
yardchicken.com for advice 
about her brood of chickens, 
which she described as “kind 


of like Facebook, but about 
chickens.” 

Chickens also figure into 
Sadie’s home school cur¬ 
riculum, Ragan said, adding 
that Sadie will have to write 
a report on chickens while 
attending the state fair on 
Aug. 17. 

“I am?” Sadie asked. 

“Yes, you are,” Ragan 
answered with a laugh. 

Sadie has to protect her 
chickens from natural preda¬ 
tors, like hawks, raccoons and 
opossums (a hawk made off 
with a snowy white chicken 
that laid “the prettiest green 
eggs,” she said). 

During the recent severe 
thunderstorms, Sadie said she 
wanted to go and rescue her 
show chickens from the coop, 
but it was too windy. 

“It’s showed her a lot of 
responsibility, a lot of nurtur¬ 
ing,” Ragan said. 

Another thing chickens 


have taught Sadie — they take 
time. 

“If you never have time to 
be home, don’t think about 


chickens,” Sadie advised.

System taking fear 
out of incarceration 

Don't spend library property tax cut all in one place 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

Ever considered smoking some meth or snorting a little 
oxy? 

I haven’t, and aside from a desire to avoid being a junky there’s 
one major reason why: I’m petrified of ending up in jail. 

Until the past couple of years, I had the misguided, 
or perhaps naive, notion that hard drugs like meth, 
coke or prescription pills would lead to a decade or 
two behind bars. 

How stupid is that? In reality, those drugs will cer¬ 
tainly get a person into some serious trouble, but the 
notion that they will result in hard time in the pokey 
simply isn’t true. 

Over the years I’ve watched dozens and dozens of 
people charged with making meth waltz in and out 
of the court system only to end up on some sort of 
extended probation. 

Only once do I recall a guy pulling some genuinely 
hard time. He got 25 years in the slammer, but cooked 
his meth with a gun in his pocket and daughter in 
the house. 

It would be easy to look at this problem and blame it on pros¬ 
ecutors too eager to offer plea bargains in lieu of costly trials the 
public can’t afford and their offices aren’t adequately staffed to 

conduct. 

As for judges, they’re faced with 
similar concerns and bound by 
sentencing guidelines offered by 
politicians eager to pour money into 
pork-filled projects that will get them 
re-elected instead of incarcerating 
meth chefs. 

What about the cops, you say? 
They’ll tell you they’re trying and the 
number of arrests they make gives 
that credence. But chasing dopers and 
meth makers is only part of their job. 
Their tasks also include important 
things like seat belt enforcement, 
thanks to politicians who suckle at 
the teat of the insurance lobby and 
tie state and federal grants to the 
number of tickets issued to hardened, 

We’ve all seen countless “Click it or ticket” commercials, but I’ll 
be darned if I can recall a single one warning communities about 
the dangers of meth. 

From the insurance lobby’s perspective, that’s understandable. 
When some unbelted fool’s head goes through the windshield, 
car insurance companies have to pay to fix the person’s head and 
windshield. When some dope gets fried on meth, he or she prob¬ 
ably doesn’t have private health insurance so no harm, no foul. 

Taxpayers, who have no paid lobby, will pick up the bill for 
that. 

Blame whomever you want, but don’t forget one simple truth: 
like children whose parents threaten them with punishment for 
breaking the rules then don’t deliver, the meth makers and pill 
pushers aren’t afraid of doing hard time. 

If nothing else, they’ll claim their problem is a disease, go into a 
cushy treatment center for some taxpayer-purchased methadone 
treatments and come out the other side largely unscathed. 

Of course I’m too ignorant to understand the finer points of 
drug addiction, but I’ll bet those rehab centers and all they entail 
are much more expensive then locking someone up for $29 a day 
at the Shelby County jail and letting them simply dry the heck 
out. 

I don’t know from experience, but I’ll bet meth heads would 
be much more fearful of getting busted if they knew such a fate 
awaited them. 

And perhaps much less eager to get involved in the first place. 

S peaking of money, it was refreshing to read in last week’s 
paper that the public library’s board of trustees has finally 
concluded that it has enough. 

In case you missed it, the board actually voted to lower its tax 
rate this year by 2 cents per $1,000 of assessed property value. 

Being that the board has amassed nearly twice the surplus it 
takes to operate the library for a year, 10 cents or more seemed 
appropriate, but we’ll take a break where we can get one. 

By the way, that 2-cent reduction means if your home is 
assessed at $100,000, you’ll save $2. 

Try not to spend it all in one place.

Tips help plants survive during dry weather 


H appy August. First, 
let me thank all 
those who danced, 
prayed and washed their 
cars because we did get a 
little rain to fall. Some got 
more than oth¬ 
ers. 

One night 
I watched the 
radar go from 
red/yellow to 
pale green as it 
got closer to the 
farm. It was like 
the trees were 
sucking all the 
moisture out 
of the clouds. 

There was 
nothing left by 
the time it got here. 

The high heat made it 
worse. It’s tough to watch so 
many living things wither, 
so I went looking for some 
funny one liners for us all 
to use. “You know it’s hot 
when the birds are using 


pot holders to pull worms 
out of the ground” is one 
of my favorites. How about 
“It’s so hot the trees are 
whistling for the dogs.” 

Those led me to the 
farmer jokes and I’m 
unashamed to say that 
many of them apply here 
on the farm. See what you 
think. 

You might be a farmer 
if... 

You have ever had to 
wash off in the backyard 
with a garden hose before 
your wife would let you in 
the house. 

You wave at every vehi¬ 
cle whether you know them 
or not. 

You know you should 
listen to the weather fore¬ 
cast before you pick out an 
outfit. 

You convince your wife 
that an overnight, out of 
state trip for parts is a vaca¬ 
tion. 


You have driven off the 
road examining your neigh¬ 
bor’s crops. 

You’ve never thrown 
away a 5-gallon bucket. 

You can eat an ear of 
sweet corn, with no utensils, 
in under 20 seconds. 

Farming and gardening 
is hard in a drought. Find¬ 
ing humor in life just makes 
it a little easier. 

We do have specific 
chores to be done in August 
and the perspiration it pro¬ 
duces can’t hurt. 

Since Anderson County is 
on a water watch because of 
the drought, there are a few 
things you can do to help 
things survive this heat. 

Mow your grass a little 
higher and leave the clip¬ 
pings. Both will help keep 
moisture in and heat out. 
Use mulch around flowers, 
trees and garden beds to do 
the same. Get up early and 
water so the water goes into 


the ground, not up in the 
air. 

How much to water dur¬ 
ing our water watch is up 
to you. Just know that a 
1/2-inch garden hose has to 
run for an hour to equal one 
inch of rain. 

A bigger hose will take 
less time. 

Be sure to water the soil 
and not the plant. We’ve got 
a perfect growing season for 
powdery mildew. 

Something else to help 
your soil retain moisture is 
to add earthworm castings. 

It really makes a differ¬ 
ence in pots and raised beds. 
You can also add it as a side 
dressing on the garden rows. 
Not only does it soften the 
soil, it adds fertilizer and 
bug repellent.

Enjoy canning, but make sure you follow directions 


’ve had several ques¬ 
tions about home food 
preservation. The most 
common question has been 
about loss of liq¬ 
uid in jars. 

A sudden 
decrease in pres¬ 
sure will cause 
loss of liquid. 

When canning, 
the pressure 
must drop of 
its own accord. 

Don’t put cold 
water on a can- 
ner or try to 
rush the process 
of cooling down. 

Lift the canner off the 
burner to cool on its own. 
Don’t force the lid open. It 
may take 20 to 30 minutes 
for the pressure to drop. 

Jars should stay in the 
canner another five to 10 
minutes after the lid is 
removed in order to prevent 
shock to the jars if the tem¬ 
perature is changed rapidly. 


Uneven pressure in the 
canner can also cause loss 
of liquid. Regulate the heat 
evenly instead of turning 
down the heat and then 
moving it up again. Keep the 
heat steady. 

The canner must be 
exhausted for 10 minutes 
before putting on the 
weight gauge. On a dial 
gauge canner, there is usu¬ 
ally a separate weight or on 
older models a steam valve, 
which is closed after the 
canner is exhausted for 10 
minutes. Failure to exhaust 
the canner can cause 
uneven pressure and jars to 
lose liquid. 

You can use the jars that 
have lost liquid. Don’t open 
the jars to add liquid unless 
you intend to completely re¬ 
process the jars. You should 
use the jars with less liquid 
first because the food may 
turn dark over a period of 
time. They don’t have to be 
refrigerated if sealed but 


use them soon. 

Other questions submit¬ 
ted by email or phone calls 
have concerned broken jars 
and making your own recipe 
for canning. 

Broken jars usually occur 
if there is a sudden change 
in pressure or exposure of a 
hot jar to cooler air tempera¬ 
ture. Jars that are not stan¬ 
dard canning jars are more 
likely to break. Commercial 
jars are one use jars and 
should not be used for can¬ 
ning. I learned recently that 
canning jars have a shelf 
life. Ball Corp. told me that 
a canning jar is expected to 
last 10 years under normal 
conditions. 

The last question for 
today is about using your 
own recipe for canning. The 
answer is depends, but usu¬ 
ally no if you are using a 
water bath canner, pressure 
canning or making pickles. 

If you are making jam, then 
it could be OK to experi¬ 


ment but you might not be 
pleased with the results. The 
difference is that you will 
be able to see the spoilage in 
the jam. 

It isn’t possible to see 
spoilage in fruit, vegetable 
and meat combinations. A 
jar can contain botulinum 
toxin and not have any vis¬ 
ible signs. The issue is the 
combination of foods, which 
changes the acidity. Fruit by 
itself would show evidence 
of spoilage. 

Adjusting the salt, 
vinegar, or type of veg¬ 
etable pickled can also cause 
problems. Spoilage may 
be evident in pickles but 
it’s always better to use a 
safety-tested recipe. You can 
email me at joan.martin@ 
uky.edu or call the Exten¬ 
sion office.

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Settlement hearing date moved in federal suit against school board

A judge’s order to have both sides 
prepare settlement offers by mid- 
August in the case of an 
instructional assistant 
suing the school dis¬ 
trict has been moved to 
December. 

Kathy Campbell, 
of 1077 Indian Trail, is 
suing the school district 
and Superintendent 
Sheila Mitchell in feder¬ 
al court on claims that her rights were 
violated when she lost her job at the 


end of the 2010-11 school year. 

During a July 23 conference call, a 
federal judge agreed to give each side 
more time and rescheduled an Aug. 20 
hearing until Dec. 11. 

The hearing is set for the US Court¬ 
house in Frankfort. 

Following a round of layoffs last 
year, Campbell claims that other classi¬ 
fied employees with less seniority were 
able to keep their jobs, a violation of 
state statutes and board policy. She also 
claims her rights were violated under 
the 5th and 14th amendments of the 
Constitution. 


The school district, in its response to 
Campbell’s lawsuit, denies the allega¬ 
tion. 

Campbell was notified by letter in 
May of 2011 that, due to a reduction in 
workforce, her position with the school 
was being terminated after 11 years of 
employment, according to documents 
on file in federal court. 

Later that month, Campbell hired 
an attorney and argued that others 
with less seniority were retained, 
including two people who had no prior 
experience at the high school, where 
Campbell worked. 


Campbell filed her lawsuit in Feb¬ 
ruary despite what she claims was an 
offer from Mitchell to return to work 
as a cafeteria cook, and another offer 
to return to work as an instructional 
assistant, which Campbell subsequent¬ 
ly accepted. 

In all, she was out of work from May 
through October of 2011. 

Campbell is seeking to recover lost 
wages and benefits, along with having 
her retirement service credit restored. 

She is also seeking to recover attor¬ 
ney fees and “all other relief to which 
she may appear entitled.”

Car crash re-enactment 
may be avenue 
for potential revenue

Seven days of work for a 
15-second car crash. 

Rick Shaw, stunt coordi¬ 
nator with the movie “Rich 
Mullins: A RagMuffins’ 
Legacy,” had the time-con¬ 
suming task of removing the 
danger from car crash scenes 
like the one filmed on US 
127 Bypass late last Tuesday 
night. 

“It’s just a challenge, to 
supply the knowledge of sci- 
entifics,” Shaw, who’s been 
flipping over cars and motor¬ 
cycles for more than 25 years 
said about crash prepara¬ 
tions. “It looks dangerous 
but we try to calculate the 
danger out of it.” 

Timing, however, wasn’t 
just essential for Shaw’s 
stunt schedule. 

Assistant producer and 
assistant director Paul Gib¬ 
bons said he looked at nine 
different states before decid¬ 
ing to shoot the film’s only 
stunt scene in Lawrence¬ 
burg. 

He needed a long, flat 
stretch of road, and a city 
willing to shut down one of 
its public roads for seven 
hours. 

Lawrenceburg fit all of 
the requirements at the 
right time. 

“It was a lot of coffee and 
cigarettes,” Gibbons said, 
“calling a lot of people.” 

The narrative feature 
film, which follows the life 
and career of the late Chris¬ 
tian songwriter Rich Mull¬ 
ins, is a modified low-budget 
film, Gibbons said, with costs 
projected for under $750,000. 

Kenji Claudio, a newly 
graduated production assis¬ 
tant who’s been working on 


set with the Mullins film 
since July 7, said working in 
film wasn’t what he initially 
expected. 

“I thought it was going to 
be 8- to 10-hour days of easy 
days, but it turned out to be 
16-hour days. We get like, 
two hours of sleep if we’re 
lucky sometimes,” he said. 

Claudio said he thought 
the film would finish film¬ 
ing by mid August, and be 
completed with post-produc¬ 
tion work by Spring 2013. 

Prior to arriving in Ken¬ 
tucky, about 70 percent of 
the film had already been 
shot. 

Gibbons said the cast and 
crew had traveled with a 
former member of Mullins’ 
band to get recreated concert 
footage, filming in Cincin¬ 
nati, Indiana and Kansas, 
but the scene staged in Law¬ 
renceburg was the first stunt 
they’d attempted — flipping 
over a Jeep. 

Mullins and fellow 
Christian musician Mitch 
McVicker (who would be re¬ 
enacting his role in person 
for this film) were driving 
to another concert venue in 
1997 when their Jeep flipped, 
ejecting both Mullins and 
McVicker from the vehicle. 
Mullins died when a semi¬ 
tractor trailer hit him to 
avoid colliding with the Jeep. 

For his own safety Shaw 
outfitted his Jeep with a rac¬ 
ing roll cage, similar to what 
racecar drivers use, and a 
five-point harness as well as 
foam blocks to keep his head 
and neck stable during the 
crash. 

Anderson County public 
agencies also made them¬ 
selves available on Tuesday 
night and into early Wednes¬ 
day morning in case the 
carefully staged car accident 
became all too real. 

Rougly 33 county and 
city officials were present, 
representing city police, the 


sheriff’s office, emergency 
management, state police, 
city and county fire, EMS 
and District 7 department 
of transportation, as well as 
members of Anderson Coun¬ 
ty ham radio organization. 

Public officials working 
the roadblocks and covering 
the event were either volun¬ 
teers or already on duty, city 
clerk Robbie Hume said. 

“I don’t think there was a 
real, major cost [to the city/ 
county],” Hume, the official 
in charge of coordinating 
public safety, said. 

Hume said he wasn’t sure 
how much money the film 
crew brought into Lawrence¬ 
burg in the seven hours they 
filmed on the Bypass, but he 
thought the filming went 
“fantastic.” 

“Part of the investment is 
the hope that it’ll build and 
bring more opportunities in 
the future,” Hume said. 

Director Pat Stipes of the 
Kentucky Film Office said 
about 40-50 television shows 
are filmed in the common¬ 
wealth each year, with about 
five or six of them being rec¬ 
ognizable in part or whole 


on the big screen. 

The film community 
especially loves to use the 
rolling hills and horse farms 
for car commercials, Stipes 
said, and many military cli¬ 
ents use military bases like 
Fort Knox and Fort Camp¬ 
bell for recruitment and 
training videos. 

“They spend a lot of 
money; they’re a clean 
industry. They come in, 
spend money and then they 
leave,” Stipes said of the film 
industry. “It’s a desirable 
component to any economic 
development in a commu¬ 
nity.” 

By all indications, Stipes 
said, the filming could not 
have been a better experi¬ 
ence for the production crew. 

“They will remember AC 
and Lawrenceburg, hope¬ 
fully,” he said. 

City attorney Robert 
Myles, who had been in con¬ 
tact with the Kentucky Film 
Office for two other filming 
projects based in Anderson 
County, said he’s e-mailed 
the Frankfort office to hear 
about more filming ideas for 
the fall. 


His interest in working 
with the film office is to 
bring potential business to 
Anderson County, he said, 
especially since there’s no 
cost in trying to get this kind 
of business. 

“This is a stepping stone,” 
Myles said of Tuesday’s 
movie shoot. 

“You also have to prove to 
Frankfort and prove to the 
film community that we can 
meet their needs, that they 
can come in and shoot mov¬ 
ies.” 

He credits the coopera¬ 
tion of the city and county 
public agencies for the film¬ 
ing’s success, and that the 
community proved it can be 
a good location for future 
movie shoots. 

“There’s a lot of talk 
around town that the city 
and county don’t work 
together. Well, here’s an 
example that shows that’s 
simply not true,” Myles said. 

“We are auditioning for 
future business, and our 
audition went great.”

If no nudes is good news, there 
was a lot to rejoice about near the 
Fair view area of western Ander¬ 
son County. 

Kevin Hux, who had been 
trying to start a nudist camp 
just over the line in Washington 
County, had apparently lost his 
fight. The state Court of Appeals 
had ruled that it could not force 
Washington County Judge Execu¬ 
tive Bobby Brady to grant Hux a 
license. 

Hux, 40, of Brothers Lane, Wil- 
lisburg, had sought a writ of man¬ 
damus; a legal ruling that forces 
an official to perform his duties. 

Circuit Judge Mike Hall dis¬ 
missed Hux’s request, and Hux 
appealed. 

The Court of Appeals noted 
that Brady had twice acted as 
required by law, denying Hux a 
license both times. 

The Court of Appeals, in its 
ruling, noted that a writ of man¬ 
damus cannot be used to make an 
official or agency rule a certain 
way. 

Moreover, the three-judge 
panel ruled, since nothing of sig¬ 
nificance had changed between 
Hux’s first application and his sec¬ 
ond, that Brady did not abuse his 
discretion in denying the second 
application. 

Because of the ruling, Simms 
said, “I would say it’s over — hope¬ 
fully.” 

Hux first tried to open Cedar 
Hills Naturist Club in 1994 on 81 
acres of land near Willisburg. 

Under state law, anyone who 
wants to operate a nudist camp 
must get a license from the 
county judge-executive. The judge 
must decide whether the person 
is of good character. If not, the 
judge is supposed to deny the 
license. 

Brady asked Springfield Police 
Chief Larry Tousignant to check 
into Hux’s background.

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Long road trip 
becomes unlikely 
classroom 

I will admit I wasn't looking for¬ 
ward to driving to Prestonsburg 
last Thursday night. 

The state Little League baseball 
tournament was being held in 
that eastern Kentucky city about 
160 miles away and as far as I can 
remember, it would be 
the longest trip I have 
ever taken to cover a 
sporting event involv¬ 
ing a team from Ander¬ 
son County 

But the local Little 
Leaguers had advanced 
to the state semi-finals 
and we at The Ander¬ 
son News were excited 
for them and wanted to Sports editor 

be there. As a matter of - 

fact, after the Anderson 
team won the district 
on July 16, Ben Carlson and I sat 
down to discuss how we could best 
cover a fantastic accomplishment. 

It was decided to gamble on the 
locals advancing to the semis. 

We would ask the coaches to 
send us info, but we would be there 
for the semis and the finals. 

At the same time, though, the 
long drive up the Mountain Park¬ 
way when the weatherman was 
calling for some heavy storms later 
wasn't all that enticing. 

However, when I meandered 
around the mountain road that led 
from Prestonsburg to the game site, 
I found myself at one of the nicest 
youth sports complexes I have ever 
seen. Stone Crest Field was practi¬ 
cally immaculate and was almost 
perfect for shooting pictures. 

And, somewhat to my surprise, 
there was a relatively large turn¬ 
out of Anderson County residents 
in Prestonsburg. I guessed around 
100 . 

Before heading to the tourney, I 
knew Anderson had its hands full. 

I knew a little about Warren South, 
from Bowling Green, and knew 
those guys were good. 

Thursday, Warren South showed 
just how good. Its pitcher walked 
only one - a rarity in Little League 
- and struck out 10. He gave up 
only two hits. 

Warren South blasted three 
home runs, two of which might 
have gone into orbit, in a 10-0 win. 
It would not surprise me at all to 
see that team do well in the region¬ 
al tournament in Indianapolis this 
week. 

After the game, Anderson Coun¬ 
ty manager Brian Franklin remind¬ 
ed his group of 11- and 12-year-olds 
of what they accomplished as the 
first team from Anderson County 
to advance that far and they 
should be proud. 

But even if they had not 
advanced so far, this Anderson 
team is one that I will remember. 
It's not so much about their base¬ 
ball ability, though. What I saw last 
Thursday was a group of young 
boys putting forth a strong effort 
to win, but doing so with the inno¬ 
cence of childhood. 

What I saw after the game was 
a group of young boys joining the 
team that had just eliminated them 
from World Series consideration in 
a large prayer circle at the pitcher's 
mound. Who took the initiative 
to do that, I don't know. What I do 
know is it was good. 

What I experienced was good¬ 
ness that is often overlooked in 
today's world. As I was packing 
my camera for the long trip back 
home, a young man on the Ander¬ 
son team came to me and simply 
said, “Thank you for coming to our 
game.” 

Before I made it out of Stone 
Crest Park, the same thing hap¬ 
pened again. 

Whether the boys made the ges¬ 
ture on their own or in accordance 
with a parent's wish doesn't mat¬ 
ter. Either way, it was a tribute to 
American values that are often 
attacked or forgotten. 

The lesson was given by boys in 
middle school. 

It made me forget the 320 miles I 
put on my car. I am glad I went.

Scares made middle school coach, soccer 
parent aware of concussion dangers

Daughter:'! probably 
shouldn't be playing, 
but it is what I 
want to do'

Daniel Rogers has made 
it a point to know about the 
dangers of head injuries in 
sports. 

He's had experience deal¬ 
ing with them both as a 
soccer parent and as coach 
of the girls' soccer team at 
Anderson County Middle 
School. That is why Rogers 
contacted The Anderson 
News last week following 
a three-part series dealing 
with the danger of head 
injuries in sports at all levels. 

“My daughter, Kemper, 
recieved a concussion last 
year two days after signing 
with Midway (College),” 


Rogers said in an e-mail. 

“It could have been a life 
threatening hit if she took it 
again within a certain time 
frame.” 

Rogers and his daughter, 
now a sophomore at Midway, 
want to tell their story to 
remind athletes that head 
injuries are real and can 
affect anyone. 

Kemper Rogers got her 
first concussion in Febru¬ 
ary of 2011, her senior year 
at Anderson County High 
School. She was at a show¬ 
case in Knoxville, Tenn. 

Kemper, playing center 
mid-field, was in a colli¬ 
sion so violent that she was 
knocked out for about 20 
seconds, according to her 
father. 

But, like many people, 
Daniel Rogers was not over¬ 
ly worried. “I was an athlete 
growing up,” said Daniel, 
who played high school soc¬ 
cer at Frankfort High School. 
“I had seen people get their 


bell rung' many times.” 

The signs that something 
was very wrong began to 
show up about 10 minutes 


later. “I was crying so at 
first,” says Kemper, who

remembers what was 
happening just before 
the collision and 
remembers coming to. 
“Someone would say 
something 
to me and I 
would start 
crying. Dad 
would say 
Why are 
you cry- 
ing?' 

“I would 
say 1 don't 
know.” 

It went 
on for some 
time. 

“About 
three 

weeks after 
that first 
concussion, 
she was at a school study 
group,” Daniel says. “We 
finally found her in her 
car and she was crying 
uncontrollably.” 

It was then that Dan¬ 
iel Rogers and his wife, 
Amy, set an appoint¬ 
ment with a neurolo¬ 
gist. She took tests that 
indicated that Kemper, 
an “A” student in school, 
was operating cognitive¬ 
ly on the same level as a 
“D” student. 

To compound mat¬ 
ters, the injury hap¬ 
pened during mid-term 
exams at Anderson 
County High School. 
Kemper got a note from 
her doctor saying she 
should not stimulate 
her brain by taking aca¬ 
demic tests. 

She had to take a 
head injury assessment 
four times before being 
cleared to play soccer 
again. 

“The scariest part of it 
was I was not myself at 
all,” Kemper says. 

Known as a fun- 
loving player who kept 
teammates loose with 
her wit during her days 
at Anderson County, 
Kemper says, “I was so 
depressed.” 


But even then, there 
might have not been a 
realization of how seri¬ 
ous the injury was until 
a doctor confronted 
Daniel Rogers with a 
grim reality. 

“What did it for me 
was when the doctor 
said if she had the same 
hit again, it could kill 
her,” Daniel says. “In 
women's soccer, concus¬ 
sions are a problem 
because their neck 
muscles don't develop 
like men's.” 

Those four words - “it 
could kill her” - made 
Daniel and Kemper Rog¬ 
ers take notice. 

“People say, Why 
can't you play? You look 
fine,” Kemper says. “You 
don't realize how bad a 
concussion is until you 
have gone through it.” 

Daniel also knew he 
would need to be proac¬ 
tive with his team at 
the middle school. He 
immersed himself in 
learning more about 
head injuries from doc¬ 
tors, published sources 
and friends. 

And he was faced 
with the situation again 
last spring. 

“This spring I had 
a player take a soccer 
ball to the face after a 
hard tackle,” Rogers said. 
“Her nose was bleeding 
and you could tell she 
was hurt. After a few 
days, you really tell that 
something wasn’t right. 
She was experiencing 
mood swings, headaches, 
lack of concentration, 
personality changes and 
other symptoms of a 
concussion. 

“With Kemper having 
one, I was able to talk to 
her and her parents and 
let them know that it 
was a concussion. Rather 
than just sitting her out 
for a few games because 
she 'had her bell rung,' 
we knew that time was 
the only thing to help.” 

He knew from experi¬ 
ence. 

“If I hadn’t gone 
through what I did with 
Kemper, things could 


have played out differ¬ 
ent for (my player). This 
also had her parents get 
involved in concussion 
awareness and letting 
other parents know 
what they were learn¬ 
ing,” Daniel Rogers says. 

As for Kemper Rog¬ 
ers, she is still playing 
the game she loves. “I 
probably shouldn't be 
playing, but it is what 
I want to do,” she says 
with a smile. 

Now, however, she 
plays with a major 
change, wearing a pro¬ 
tective headgear while 
suiting up for Midway. 

She's glad she did 
change. 

In May, 15 months 
after her first concus¬ 
sion, she had a collision 
with a goalie, who had 
come out of the box 
with a high elbow. The 
collision bruised Kem¬ 
per's face and thigh. 

Daniel admits, “I was 
scared about that one.” 

But Kemper came 
away with only the 
bruises. “If I had not 
been wearing the head- 
gear, it would have been 
so much worse,” she 
says. 

The headgear is 
designed to dissipate 
energy upon impact. 

While Daniel and 
Kemper Rogers are 
proponents of head- 
gear, he's not convinced 
their usage will ever be 
mandatory. “There are 
two schools of thought,” 


Daniel says. “One is that 
the headgear gives a 
false sense of security. 
The other is to use them 
because they are pre¬ 
ventive.” 

While studies have 
suggested a connection 
between the art of head¬ 
ing, or guiding the ball 
with the head, and long¬ 
term neurological prob¬ 
lems, Rogers believes 
that is something that 
will almost be impos¬ 
sible to change and, he 
notes that if the maneu¬ 
ver is done properly, 
there is little danger. 

And, as a parent, 
coach and fan, Rogers 
knows there will always 
be a risk and more pad¬ 
ding is not necessarily 
the answer. “It would 
be kind of like putting 
a kid on a bike and put¬ 
ting a helmet on them, 
then wrapping them up 
in padding. You can only 
go so far,” he says. 

Now, Daniel Rogers 
sees his mission as being 
more than teaching the 
proper execution of the 
cross or controlling the 
midfield. 

“In the past few years, 
people are more aware 
of concussions,” he says. 
“I hate it that it was my 
child, but it has really 
raised my awareness. 

“Being aware is the 
key.”

Warren South's Kirtley Lawrence, a 
right-hander who had a bit of turn in 
his delivery like Johnny Cueto, simply 
dominated. The Anderson offense had 
just three base runners, none making 
it past second base. Anderson's only 
offense came on a single by Gunnar 
Gillis in the first and Conner Pike's two- 
out single in the fifth. Bryce Edmond¬ 
son also reached on a fourth-inning 
walk. 

Anderson had beaten Knox County, 
18-8, and Fleming-Neon, 12-7, in its final 


two pool play games. 

Lawrence struck out 10 in a game 
that was called after five innings due to 
the mercy rule. 

Meanwhile the Warren South 
offense belted three fourth-inning 
home runs to put things away. First, it 
was shortstop Drew Gregory who put 
one just over the right-field fence to 
score Lawrence in front of him. Then 
with two out, John Austin Hicks belted 
a monster two-run shot followed by 
Josh Wood's solo blast that made it 9-0. 

Warren South added an unearned 
run in the fifth to move on to the state 
final. 

While Lawrence was dominating, 


Anderson starter Luke Dowell, who 
had pitched the district championship 
game, was turning in a nice start early. 
Even though Anderson trailed 4-0, 
three of Warren South's first four runs 
were unearned and the fourth came in 
on a bad-hop single. “He was pitching 
well,” Franklin said. 

Dowell was lifted after the fourth 
with Cobe Penny taking the mound for 
the final inning. 

Franklin was not sure if the Ander¬ 
son stars would get together any more 
this summer. “Some of these kids are 
already playing (middle school) foot¬ 
ball, so it is tough,” he said. 

But the 2012 Anderson County team 


will always be remembered as the 
first Anderson team to win a district 
championship in the 11- and 12-year-old 
division of Little League. It is the first 
team to advance out of the district in 
the tournament the leads to the Little 
League World Series. They were two 
wins from a regional berth, where 
games are televised world-wide on 
ESPN. 

“I have been coaching these boys 
since they were 8 years old,” Franklin 
said. “They have been great. I told them 
to keep their heads high.”
